1. UNHCR OFFICIALS HAVE EXPRESSED 
CONCERN TO EMBASSY OFFICIALS HERE REGARDING 
POSSIBLE REFOULEMENT OF MORE THAN 21 URUGUAYAN 
REFUGEES. UNHCR HAS INFORMATION THAT ARGENTINE 
AUTHORITIES PERMITTED URUGUAYAN ARMY INTELLIGENCE 
OPERATIVES TO CNDUCT OPERATIONS IN BUENOS AIRES 
IN LATE DECEMBER AND JANUARY TO ARREST A NUMBER 
OF URUGUAYAN REFUGEES RESIDING IN ARGENTINA. 

UNHCR OFFICIALS SPECULATE THAT URUGUAYAN 
AUTHORITIES MAY BELIEVE THAT THESE INDIVIDUALS 
HAD CONNECTION V ITH GRUPO ACCIONISTA UNIFICADO 
CGAU) WHICH HAS BEEN SUCJECT OF RECENT ANTI 
SUBVERSIVE EFFORT VITKIN URUGUAY. 

2. IN ONE CASE, VHICH UNHCR BROUGHT TO THE ATTENTION 
OF ARGENTINE FOREIGN MINISTRY, FAMILY OF AN ABDUCTED 
URUGUAYAN REFUGEE VA3 CONTACTED AND INFORMED THAT A 
PAYMENT OF US 53 ,£re VCULD INSURE THAT THE CAPTURED 
FAMILY MEMBER VCULD PE ACQUITTED OF CHARGES OF SUBVERSION 
UPON HI 5 RETURN TO URUGUAY. 

3. UNHCR 13 CONCERNED BY THE REFOULEMENT AND BY THE FACT 
THAT ARGENTINA AUTHORITIES PERMITTED URUGUAYAN SECURITY 
FORCES TO CNDUCT OPERATIONS IN BUENOS AIRES. THEY HAVE 
SUSPICIONS THAT THIS MIGHT BE A RETURN FAVOR FOR GC-U CO
